subject to the same liabilities of railroad companies or-
ganized and incorporated under the general laws of this
state ; Lrovided, Such non-resident company shall first
file a true copy of its articles of incorpuration with the Strnditlonsre-
secretary ol this state, and shall comply with the laws of =
Minaesote as to filing and recording its articles of incor-
poration, and shall keep an office inthisstate in the same
county in which its railroad is, or is proposed to be built,
and shall be liable to civil process to be sued and to sue as
provided by law.
